. Naw that ſuch Language ſhould proceed out of the mouths 
of men always accuſtomed thereunto, is no marvel ; (though 
every where to be lamented) but that it ſhould proceed out 
of the mouth of a profeſfor, and not only ſo but againſt his 
Friends, but awhile ago by him eſteemed moſt beloved bre- 
thren, is more than a little to be admired, yet not ſo much as 
when his reproachful words ſhall be conſidered in conjunction 
with bis malicious deſigns, no leſs threatning than ruin and 
deſtruction, and that to his -late-eſteemed (and to uſe his own 
words.

member, though the making that private caſe from beiug in 
ſome kind a publick caſe was not prevented; tor which he may 
complain of no mans folly more than his own; for hereby 
aud other ſuch like unwary-proceedings of his elſewhere, the 
cafe by me only hinted at, when thoughts of preſenting it to 
the Churches conſideration was entertained, (the only Judy of 
ſuch caſes as many believe) though from a holy deſign the bet- 
ter to regain him, afterwards to the contrary reſdlved, there 
being for other cauſes ſufficient ground to withdraw trom 
him: the caſe, (I ſay, to that degree private) is now become, 
and by ſome called ; The private 38 caſe. 

But ſince he 5, and ſtill would lay the cauſe of his

ſo great di ure upon injuſtice, ſuppoſedly, acted on our 
parts towards him iu the caſe of his Excommunication; though 
that was no preventing cauſe of his expected gain by his Patent, 
thereby trop + him; nor could (in likely-hood) the appre- 
ſuppoſed, illegal Excommu M pecially 
when good reaſon according to the common belief of Chri- 
ſtians) fo plainly teſtifieth our deſign therein to be good) 
'rovoke to ſuch a height of malice, for that we have no preſi- 
dent (I ſuppoſe) of like malice, in the whole Nation, amongſt 
the many excommunicated perſons that are there, who doubt- 
leſs are as ſtrongly perſwaded as he can be (at leaſtwiſe many) 
that their Excommunication was unreaſonable and utnwarrant- 
able: but ſince (I ſay) he otherwiſe pretends, the matter of his 
Book is now to be conſidered. 

And firſt that preſſing neceſſity that (he ſaith) engaged him 
to this publication, is worthy obſervation, namely, that our 
proceedings again i him did appear to bim no leſs than uſurped Authcrity; 
to which I fay, that had our proceedings againſt him been ac- 
cording to his repreſentation thereof in all points, ſome reaſon 

he had to manifeſt (at leaſtwiſe) ſome diſlike, but foraſmuch 
as the enſuing account will hereunto be a reſolution, I ſhall 
not here inſiſt thereon. 

As to his ſecond reaſon for publication, to wit, bi care to 
preſerve the truth, and the profeſſors thereof from reproachful abuſes

that lieth at his door, and not at ours; and as to the ground and 
cauſe of our proceedings with reſpe& to his cov ting the 
patent, nothing is more apparent than that we are (amongſt 
men) very generally juſtified, and rendred as doing well and 
wiſely therein; but, alas, how. may the Reader be convinced 
that his plea to preſerve the truth from yrs a candid 
and real plea ? ſince he hath not ceaſed. to do, and juſtiſie that 
which is ſo great an occaſion of. reproach, and ſo generally too, 
as the like in our time ſcarce have been, ſo many perſons, in ſo 
many places being concerned therein. N 
As to his third Reaſon for publication, to wit, becauſe al ad- 
monition and advice bad been diſregarded, and that from a full mecting, 
and (as he faith) of the moſt eminent in London, to hear and deter- 
min that caſe. 1 anſwer, that all this ſplendid ſhew of rejecting 
Counſel when ſtated in plainneſs, was no more than that ſome 
few friends at London, (willing to make an Aſſay for Peace, for 
ſome good reaſons expreſſed in their Letter to me, wherein 
only I was by a Friend or two deſired to come up) did appoine 
to meet at a Coftey- Houſe, and this without the leaſt advice 
or conſent from us, which ſurely muſt have been as one thing 
neceſſary in order, to the meetings Authority to determin as 
he would ſuggeſt, the which was ſo far from their intention, 
as that plainly and publickly they declared the contrary, as 
may very well be remembred ; yet (by this) my meaning is noj 
that therefore the counſel and advice of any men fearing 
may be rejected, but rather (as a truth nothing to be doubted 
of ) to follow the Souls conviction of truth, by what means ſo- 
ever couvifted; now this appointment, by thoſe few Friends 
being known, ſeveral others came, who, I ſuppoſe, had a mind 
thereunto ; at which place, M.. G. by his deſire was (and ſome 
others of the ſame differing perſwaſion from us) who moſt 
rri: cipally ſpake, and adviſed in the caſe, as being (with 
ti ers) not ſatistied that he deſzryed fuch blame as we thought 
hm worthy "of, though they readily beli-ved (with us) that 
huis urdertakings were of an ill report, and of a goſpel-diſho-

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nouring Nature. And whereas he faith, that ſome have declared 
that they do not owne our Londen-Friends,nor regetd their Counſel ; 
for the reſtifying thoſe miſtakes, that, very poſſibly; may from

e is the ſame concord between them and us, and agree- 

ment 'in Communion, and that not only with ſome, but with 

all the Elders and Congregations in London, as was before this 
difference happened, too evident to be denyed. As for Mr. G. 
and thoſe Friends of the ſame perſwaſion with him, tis indee:! 
true chat we, and as true that others in City and Countty as 
well as we, have for ſome well known cauſe, forborn com- 
municating together at the Table of the LOR D with 
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' Whereas our Publication of bis Excommunication to the World 
© within three days aſier ty done, and that to them th.t hated bim moff, 
is pretended by him to be the original cauſe of this publication. 

aro 3 rt is, that neither within three days, nor any day fince 
did I to thoſe perſons open my mouth thereabouts, what others 
nave done, certainly I know not, but this I know, that ſince our 
* with-drawment from him was(partly) to preſerve the truth, and 
the proteTors thereof from reproach, the divulging thereof 
was not ſo improper as he may conceive. 
And whereas he further adds, that when he was at the Ge- 
- neral meeting at London, in order to make his appeal there, 
bindered the determination thereof, when as (he faith) I promiſed 
to do what I could to bave it determined there. I anſwer, firſt you 
may obſerve that(ashimſelf confeſſeth in his Book) i ſeeing him 
there, did move his requeſt to the aſſembly, whereupon, after 
ſome little debate about the matter, a very fair and unanimous 
reſult was given, that they, by reaſon of an agreement former! 
made, could not then hear his caſe; but if he would fir 
make his appeal to the Country aſſociation, or quarterly meet- 
ing whereunto he belonged, and they, by reaſon of the dif- 
ficulty of the caſe, or difrence thereabouts, could not decide 
the matter; that then they would readily hear it: nor could 
"> he reaſonably miſtruſt this reſult as proceeding from his ſup- 
poſed Enemies, becauſe they were generally filent in the caſe ; 
" and\when his motion was thus ſtopped,by vertue of that afore- 
aid agreement, I then offered my willingneſs to condeſcend 
(beyond what is common) namely, that, if he would *

of the aſſemblies advice by making application to the quar- 
terly meeting, I ſhould be willing that the preſent Aſſembly 
ſhould. chooſe out fix men or more, who with the quarterly 
meeting in the Country, ſhould be the only Judges of the mar- 
ter depending betwixt us, and that T-aud the congregation 
would not be concerned, fave only to give evidence: all which 
- he very obſtinatly refuſed ; whereupon ſome motion was made 
by ſome one or more about chooſing ſome certain perſons out 
of the Aſſembly, to whom the caſe might be referred, to which 
was replied by ſome of the meeting, that the matter concerned 
the Congregation, and they were not 2 oth and that I ſaid 
any ſuch thing, I am not certain; if I did, *twas true; and be- 
ſides he may not think that the Aſſembly would have impuſed 
any ſuch thing upon them, if they had been preſent; what 
may be done by mutual conſent, is another caſe 3 nor may it 
be thought ſtrange that I did not engage them to be there, be- 
cauſe of our former agreement, whereby [ well knew that man 
caſes upon that account had been refuſed; nor may he thin 
that Churches are obliged to follow the motions of excom- 
municated perſons whither they pleaſe ; but rather (as ſome 
think) that n unto, ſhould (it they ſee cauſe 

to ſtir) by their repreſentatives come to the Church, concer- 
ning whoſe actions the appeal is made, but by this my account 
aforeſaid, I do not thereby mean that in purſuance of ſuch a 
promiſe as he ſpeaketh of, I did what I did in and about his 
caſe, for no ſuch promiſe can I remember, nor do I in the leaſt 
incline to believe that I did ſo ſpeak, and have forgot it, 
(though in many caſes that is probable) becauſe I certainly 
know (and in the ſame page himſelf confeſſeth) that I told 
him, as I, with another Friend, (J. S.) Who & ready to witneſs the 

truth thereof) ſat with him in his own Parlour by the Fires I 
ſay, that I cold him of this our agreement, whereby (to uſe 
his own words) be wu made by me, and others, to doubt that his 
couſe could not be heard; probably if the whole Aſſembly had 
preſſed. for the hearing thereof (as they wholly declined it) 
I ſhould not have endeavoured to have hindered it, both parties 
being there. The caſe then being thus, why he ſhould further 
chatge me (as he doth) for wanting civil honeſty in not telling bim 
before to prevent trouble and tr charges, I verily' know 


not.

who) that ſtrange way he doth not witudraw from tae Baptized

converſations are according to their Profeſſion, if ſo, why then would 
he not (I pray) make his Appeal to ſome of them according to 
the Aſſemblies advice? but tis happened to him according to 
wor 1 written, where envying is, there is confufion, as well as every 
evil work. | 
Now, whereas the Countries motion and tiring againſt his 
covered Patent, and that with more then -a little pains and 
charge, while from Town to Town, and from one Gentlemans 
houſe to another, perſons did Ride up and down, in obtaining 
their Hands ſubſcribed againſt him, by which, as alſo the plead- 
ings of Counſel eminent in Law, the Patent before the Lord 
Keeper was threw. out, whereas (I ſay) the Countries Motion 
thus againſt him, but eſpecially their Prevailing, ſeems to bare 
hard againſt him, not only as an Infallible Teſtimony that his 
deſigne proved ſcandalous, and of an — but that alſo it

this ſo confident a Publiſher of a matter fo criminal, if true in 
his Sence, was not (as himfelf faith) at this meeting himſelf to 
heare it; he being about thirty or forty miles of; and ſo this 
his publication (as to this n is only from information, 
and with no ſmall probability from one ther preſent, who bares 
much of nis envious image, and alſo out of communion for 
want of a good couverſation. 

How much therefore beneath the ings of men (qualified with 
but common haneſty) he in this ca 2 is not hard to 
conceive; for that he neither conſidered how probable. ic was 
chat the informer might be miſtaken in his relation (x caſe very 
common among men, where nothing of prejudice rules, but 
much more where tis manifeſt) nor yet conſidered the great 
unliklyhood of the truth thereof that might very eaſily to him 
appeare from the expreſſions themſelves ; which ſuppoſeth no 
leſs then my paſſing judgment againſt the Laws of men in 
general as unjuſt, which: cannot rationally be thought to pro- 
ceeu out of the mouth of the greateſt Fifth - Monarch in the 
world, (much leſs from him that is a Writur, a Preacher, and a 
diſputer againſt them; for tis not the injuſtice of the civil Laws 
of Nations that by them is ſo much oppoſed (however not in 
ficha general ſence as envy here repreſents me) as the unwor- 
thitiefſe by them ſuppoſed in ſome perfons that have to do in 
the execution'ofthoſe Laws; however riglit well do we know, 
and accordingly have we always declared, that by the juſtice & 
equity of the civill Laws, our common Rights, Privilegdes, 
and properties are preſerved from ſuch as are unreaſonable 3 as 
alſo dur ſives ſecured from the hands of blood-thirſty men: nor 
ſince reaſon will be pefmir the entertainment of ſuch thoughts 
may any one think that the Laws of men, in relation to Patents, 
were l me condemned as unjuſt, for that frequently 
Gu faid, and do now again ſay, that for Perſons to have Pa- 
ents in ſeveral cafes, as they may be eiteumſtagced, is both 
legal and reaſonable, as many tan teſtiſie; his frequent there- 
de fepreſenting me an Enemy to Patents (generally) and the 
Kings Prerogative thereabouts, is altogether. groundleſs and 
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more then that we, apprehending the Laws of the Goſpel, to 
forbid this his Go. pel diſhonouring Patent, did not tluuk our 
ſelves concerned in our Congregati::nal atfairs with tte Laws of 
Men, it they did allow it: No more ſurely did Paul judge the 
Cerimtbians concerned with the civil Laws ot the Country where 
they lived, and therefore (kno ing the Goſpel rules would not 
allow them in the apprehenſion of wrong and treſpaſſes received 
in civil things, to do what the civil Laws would allow them te. 
do) ſaid, Dare any of you, having a matter againſt another, go 5 
Law, (tha is, w ich their Brethren) as if it had been ſaid, you may 
by no o do, for that you have another Rule from Chriſt 
to act by, as you are Members of the Church of Chriſt : what 
have you to do with the Laws of Men, thereby to trouble and 
vex your Brethren. wichal ? yet migar not any therefore think 
(th R. H. think ſo of me) that Paul was an Enemy to the 
civil Laus of the P or to the Prerogative of the H ing, 
or Goveruour that made t but ſuch have been my Doctrine 
where ever I came, with reſpect to Chriſtian obligations, Jo be 
ſubjeſt to the higher Powers, and to obey every ordinance of Man ls the 
Lords ſakg ; ſuch alſo have been my publick r pri- 
vate Conferences in diyers places, in oppoſition to that ſpirit that 
deſpiſeth Dominion, ſuch hath been my ſorwardneſs, not only 
that Feftus his civil Laws ſhould be obſerved, but that his perſon 
alſo ſhould be honoured; as mof7 noble Feſtus, though as to mat- 
ters of Religion, he be found telling Paul, that be is befides bim- 
ſelf, yea, and ſuch have been in that caſe my Principles many 
years ago publiſhed in Print (which is yet viſible) ſubſcribed 
by me and many others, as that I do not ſuppoſe the unworthy 
infinuations of a man thus oyer-maſtered with the ſpirit of Envy, 
will gain credic among many, if aay. 

At this our Meeting, tis true, that in anſwer to a queliion 
propoſed, ſome diſcourſe we had touching ſuci as ſhould make 
cppoſition againſt, and condema the Church, . abeting, and 
- juſtifying a perſon chat ſhould by ſuch means he occaſion of 
ſo much diſhonour to the Truth, but that I, by any Uſurped 
Authcrity or Threats, _—— them to do my will (as he abuſively 

ſpeaks) by me is denied. | 
|  Neitber do we the Cingeregation know any ſuch thing, nor do we ſup- 
poſe that our Bretbren the jirarigers, if they ſhall be enquired of can teſti- 
fie any things of that Nuture, no nor any thing tending to the W 
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of his. Majeſties Laws, or Reyal Prerogative as by bim is ſuggeſted. + 
Nan is it true that Pgtents was ie this meeting rendred odious 
(as he would ſuggeſt) nor that I could as freely have fellowſhip 
with an Idolator, or àn unclean perſonas with a man that ſhould 
obtain a Patent, the truth being only, that his Patent in that 
rticulercaſe, thus circumſtanced, neither I nor others could 
958 with, no more then other publick tranſgreſſions. 

Nor had he reaſon to ſay, That Twith the advice of my adberents, 
did all this Meeting enad by Vſurped Authority, that none might buy 
or ſell for bim: ſince no more is true of that Nature e only: 
that (in anſwer to one enquiring, whether it mig e for 
him to be concerned, if deſired in ſome one particular place, to 
Trade in Buying and Selling that particular Seed for him, who 
was thus defamed, cenfored, and evilly ſpoken of upon that ac- 
count) ſome, very few, did declare their preſent thoughts that, 
it was not; but that there was an agreement of the Aſſembly, 
neither I nor others do know, and that he that reported this mat - 
cer unto R. H. was (inthe beft ſence imaginable) miſtaken, is evi- 
dent by our peaceable communion with his Servants that we well 
know Trades in Buying, Selling, cleanſing; if not alſo Buying the 
ſame Seeds for him; andlyet may this be publiſhed as #ſiga char 
his Brethren (but a while ago, Beloved; and moſt faithſul Bre- 
chrenY are now like unto the Antichriſtian Beaſt: Ah poor 
* 
The next thing conſiderable, is that R. H. being formerly 
by feveral Friends perſwaded to deſiſt his deſjga, and he not be- 
ing perſwaded, was afterwards defired to come to aChurch 
eeting to treat with our Friends thereabouts, before he did 
endeavbur the accompliſhment” of his deſign, the which alſo 

being obſtinately refuſed by him, ſaying, that we had nothing to 
do to meddle in ſuch matters, - and ſo he profecuting effectually 
his defign, at a Meeting ſome time after, we deſited him to ap- 
par, heaccordgpgly did appear, where, faji.h he, we excom- 
municated him as a Sinner, Hofer we bad proved him to have Tyranſs - 
4 be ty known Law, In anſwer to which; I ay, that fureT am, 
there was ſome endeavours to convit him of his Sin, and to 
prove his proceedings unwarrantable, but chat what we ſaid ap- 
peneltco him as good evidence vr prooß that he was a perſon 
10 Gffending; I cannot ſay, Lrather think that the love of Gain, 
( ooſedly Sat) in conjunction with his malice miniteſtly 
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great, might: bling his eyes: but what is his complaint againſt 
us herein, more then the complaints of perſons excommunica- 
ted very generally elſewhere. a 0 | 
And whereas he.mulripliceh many words of Lordly Vſurpat'on 
end -Ad5iof Tyranny, it may be obſerved that at tuis meeting 
there was alſo charged againſt him, his Unrighteous dealing 
with a man about a bargin of Clover, the which then [+ did 
and ſt ill do believe deſet ved blame, and in like manner 't vas 
judged: by the friends, two perſons only excepted, whom J 
perceived got without ſome doubts; in the caſe, whereupon I 
condeſcended, and ſo that caſe was omitted; and one of thoſe 
two perſons was he, of whom he abuſively ſpeaking in his 
| Book, ſaith, that he would; have 4 men damned tor diſpleuſin] ha 
| Lord Cafhn; rather then for diſpleaſing the mojt High : which if it 
had been true that I was thus Idolized by tais friend, then 
ſurely\ he would: have pleaſgd me in giving conſent with me 
and others in the caſe; or it it were true that [ were ſuch a 
Lordly.Uſurper (as he would ſuggeſt) ſurely: then I ſhould 
ſome way or other have conſt rained them (or as he ſpeaks) 
threatned them into a conſent; but while he is thus ſpeaking 
reproachfully of others, worthy conſideration it is, whether 
himſelt did not act ſome what like an Uſurper, in that he( called 
there as am offender) would (and it ſeems is yet greatly ot᷑· 
fended becauſe he could not) ſtop my mouth, (Who, as tis 
well known, was concerned with the Congregation in the

Pag. 22. And as if this were not enough to repreſent him 
weak indeed, while he thus reproachtully ſpeaks of the weak, 
he further gen that if- « weak brother ſbould cry unto bim in 
#8 fair fur a Ballard, as a fairiug, and be ſhould offend him by not 
anſwering his requejt, by our Law, (though in truth it be his own 
evil imaginations) he ſaith, thereby be may incur an. Excommu- 
nication,” Pag. 28. Oh how is Wiſdom turned into folly, and 
ſtrength into weakneſs ! and yet thus (I ſuppoſe) he thinks 
the matter of his Book will agree with the Title thereof, 
New Lords,: New Laws, and ſo having imagined and framed 
this image by the art of malice, falls on furiouſly in ſeveral 
huges fighting againſt it, as a moſt odious thing, thereby in- 
tending that the Reader ſhould:underſtand: that we excom- 
municated him for offending the weak brethren.

longer offended with the Legal proceedings of their bre- 
* thren, and commonly ſuch endeavours prove eticual ; and 
«© as weare of no ſuch principles, ſo neither are we in our 
dealings with him, men of ſuch praiſes (as he ſuppoſeth) 
*+ for. that he was Excommunicated to humor and gratitie a 
** company of weak brethren, upon their. ſaying they were 
© offended, we do with all clearneſs deny. 

Further, in anſwer, the Reader is to obſerve, that after his 
Excommunication there was (according to his Gefire) a paper 
{ent him, containing the grounds of our proceedings againſt 
him, the which (had he dealt uprightly) he ſhould have truly 
ſtated in his Book, and ſo have endeavoured an anſwer. there- 
unto, but to paſs it over in ſilence, without the leaſt makin 
mention of any ſuch Written account from the Church, 2 
yet pretend to give an account of the Churches proceedings 
againſt him and not only ſo, but in the mean ſeaſon to frame 
a falſe account of the Churches proceedings, with endeavours 
to father that upon the Church, and ſo with many ſwelli 
words from a vain mind, exclaim againſt it, is ſuch a practiſe 
that is ſeldom heard of, and ſurely never found among any 
but ſuch as want either wiſdom or ſincerity, or both, what 
did he think that he being firſt in his own cauſe, ſhould meet 
with none coming after him to ſearch him out ? | 

Now that the account given by him is a falſe account, our 
paper (yer viſible, and that ſince have been read by many) will 
evidence, (though his ſilence abour this paper may ſufficiently 
Miniſter ſuſpition to the Reader of the trueneſs of his ac- 
count) in all which paper of ours (conſiderably Large) thoſe 
expreſſions (to wit, weak brethren) ſo often-named by him, is

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Scandal was brought upon the ſame,whereby the brethren, (that is, the 
Congregation, being ſenſible thereot, and not a party only) 
w4 offended, and yet are that he ſhould ſo ſeek himſelt, his own 
profit, as no more to regard the obligations of the Goſpel, 
to avoid ſuch occafions for the profit of others, that they 

might be la ed. | 
Though it bealſo true that we were not ſatisfied that his 
coveting this Patent was upon juſt and lawful grounds, for 
that nothing (Worthy conſideration) can be pleaded (either 
as great charge, long ſtudy, or more then common ingenuity) 
as might with a good conſcience euright him thereunts 3 and 
jr ſeems the like judgment was made thereof by Counſel 
(Learned in the Law) Sir E. T. and Sir H. P. Before the Lord 
Keeper when the Country appeared at London, in their great 
diſlike and diſcontent about it, with a paper ſubſcribed by the 
hands of many, as well perſons of quality, as others; where 
one of the Counſel to evade the cauſe of this deſired Patent, 
Pleaded (if I miſtake not the information) what (faith he) 
if a man ſhall deviſe a ne way to thraſh his Corn, ſhall he 
therefore have a Patent ? ſurely no. However they ſoon made 
judgment againſt it. Nor did we think it a cofifideration void 
of Reaſon,that he a ſeperate, a prote ſ or, ſhould ſeek a Patent 
in this caſe of Nonſuch, there being Clover (as à preſident) 
cleanſ=d after the ſame manner long before; when as no per- 
fon out of the profeſſion fought after a Patent, in the caſe of 
cleanſing Clover upon the account of being the firſt inventor 
thereof, though without a- preſident ; Nor did we think ita 
vain conſideration that he, having an eſtate conſiderable, and 
having beſides no fmall advantage by cleanſing this ſeed, while 
ethers clearſed/itas well as he; that he ſhonM now, as one not 
content there'with/egdeavour to graſp all into his own hands, 
thereby opening the moauths of men to judg him and vcfle 
him as a covefoys'perfon; to the diſhonor of Relig wu 
indee t'how he may be cletred (T cannot tell) from®eeriſiifes 
of that kind, finee, for che ſake of this wedge of G3 4d, (cir- 
cumſtunced as afdreſaſd) he could part with his brethren 
n at once, and not only ſo, but all his Chri- 
jan rivit des refpetitip) chmmu ton; and as he patted 
with, and lot tlicſe Ache one hand (with who, upon the like 
account, beſides a Worldly- minded man would do?) fo = 
the 
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che other hand he purchaſed infamy to himſelf, and reproach

for that which is but momentary, yet think himſelf innocent 
herein? Oh ho is it to be lamented ! 

The matter then before ſpecified, and thus circumſtanced, 
being had in publick conſideration, and thoſe wholſome Laws, 
and Goſpel rules, mentioned and given in charge by the Apoſtle 
for the? prevention of offences, and things of an ill * 
being produced, and treated of without offering the leaſt al- 
— of his mind, he alſd after an unworthy manner cen- 
ſoring ſome of his brethten in the face of the Aſſembly, we 
thereupon did judg him as one that did tranſgreſs the whole- 
ſom Laws of the Goſpel, and ſo unfit for, and unworthy of, 
communion. Even, thoſe wholſom Laws (we mean) that the 
Saints of old (in order to a Gofpel- Honoring converſation) 
were enjoyed to obſerve ; namely, give mne offence neither to 
the Jews nor to the Gentiles, nor to the Church of God, and that not 
only in Exing and Drinking, but whatſoever we did, we ſhould do all 
to the Glory of God, and not pleaſe our ſelves, nor ſeck our own profit, 
but the profit of others that might be Saved. 1 Cor. lo. and that, 
if their be any vertue, if there be any praiſe, whatſcerer things were 
lovely and of good report, they ought be the thinking en thoſe things. 
Pbil. 4. 8. Which counſel of the Apoſtle, occaſioned by that 
forgoing diſcourſe of his; where he chargeth them not to eat 
that which was lawful to be eaten, when by their. ſo doing, 
others were offended,ſheweth that Chriſtians (in order to their 
doing all things to the Glory of God) ſhould carefully avoid 
all occaſions of il reports, and not give offence to any, nei- 
ther rhe Church nor the World, which (as caſes might be clr- 
cumſtinced) they might do by the performance of things, 
(otherwiſe) lawful ; 4 — always that it be conſtrued to 
ſuch'things as are only lawful, and ſo may be dore, and not 
ſuch things as are matter of duty, and fo muſt be done. The 
which is readily granted by Richard. Haynes himſelf, ſaying, 
Pag. 27. That if bi brotber (formerly a Few) being week, dares nat 
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eat ſwins Fleſh, becauſe once forbiden, and ſo could net haue communion 
with thoſe that be knew did eat it, rather then to offend ſuch a one, be 
would eat no meat while the World ſtood, notwithſtanding ſwins 
Fleſh be lawtul.in its {elf to be eaten: ſo that now that which 
he hath conceived to be ourJudgments about the not offending 
brethren, is no other but that his own opinion and judgment 
in the ſame caſe of, not offending, is come within, even, a hairs 
breadth ot the ſame; the difference being only (as himſelf 
defines it) that the ſtrong ſhould bare the infirmities of the 
weak, im all ſuch caſes as have relation to matters of Religion 
and Worſhip, and not in ſuch civil caſes as his; now ſo much 
as the eating (wins Fleſh: is contrary to the true Religion and 
Worſhip of God, in the weak brothers account, more then his 
coveting this Patent, thereby raking, and graſping in all to 
himſelt, to the Goſpels . reproach, and offence of the brethren, 
is contrary to the pure 5 and Worſhip of God in our 
account, (which plainly is that a man keep bimſelf unſpoted from 
tbe World) ſo much and no more is the difference betwixt us. 
Surely, either none at all, or now if any there be, let it be ſhewn, 
at. leaſtwiſe any requiring ſuch a publication, what, may one 
weak brother (formerly a Jew) who by reaſon of his weakneſs 
cannot have communion in caſe ſwins Fleſh be eaten, though 
the eating thereof be lawful.in the. ſight of God, may ſuch a

Nor is that all which may be wondered at, for as in the caſe

27.) is it nat as much, if not 
more deſerving rebuke, this his Patent proceedings (againſt 
all Counſel and advice to the contrary) ſince not only one per-
